Up Slightly 
During May

Unemployment In Torrance 
showed a slight Increase during 
May, but remained at about tho 
same level as during the past 
three months, according to the 

Department of Employ­ 
ment office,

Job seekers in the area num- 
iered 740 at the end of May, 

compared with 714 In April, 
and 752 In March. Although all 
other categories remained near­ 
ly constant, the number of Job­ 
less semi-skilled workers In­ 
creased from 118 to 165. On the 
other hand, unemployed fisher­ 
men declined from 18 to six.

Of the totals, there were 284 
women and 456 men, 39 per cent 
of whom were veterans.

fornia Highway patrol during 
1964, according to a statement 
released from Patrol headquar 
ters by Commissioner B. R 
Caldwell.

"The key to all right-of-way 
disputes Is the word yield," 
Caldwell pointed out In com 
mentlng on the high percentage 
of collisions caused by failu: 
to surrender right-of-way.

"The law always Indicates 
which motorist must yield th< 
right-of-way, allowing a drive 
to proceed ahead of another 
only after the other driver has 
yielded.

"Many drivers, either delib­ 
erately or because they ara mis­ 
informed, assume that the 
right-of-way is granted to them 
legally and seem willing to de­ 
fend It to the death, If neces­ 
sary. Sadly, death often occurs 
In these cases," the commis­ 
sioner said.

Caldwell explained that right- 
of way violations present seri­ 
ous problems for enforcement 
officers and the best approach

  kfor motorists to yield volun-
 lily whenever the possibility 
a! conflict arises.

"Our officers have been in 
Itructed to remain especially 
alert for rtghtof-way viola­ 
tions In order to reduce the 
large number of right of-way 
accidents," he cautioned.
